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CASSETTE POSTAGE GOING UP! 


July 14th will be the last day we'll be able 
to mail cassettes by 3rd class mail for 20¢. 
Starting July 15th, a7¢ surcharge will be 
imposed on any piece of lst class mail 
weighing 1 ounce or less, and 3rd class 


mail of 2 ounces or less, that exceed any of 


the following dimensions: 6-1/8 inches high, 
11-1/2 inches long, or a quarter inch thick. 
Reason for the change is that oversize and 
odd shaped pieces of mail often jam the 
automatic sorting machinery. . 


A cassette in a rigid box weighs over 2 
ounces, so the 7¢ surcharge will not apply: 
If sent by lst class mail, the surcharge 
will not apply. However, since a cassette 
in a lightweight flexible box, or notin a box, 
weighs less than 2 ounces, the 7¢ surcharge 
will apply. i 


This means that it will cost 27¢ to mail a 
cassette weighing less than 2 ounces, just 
l¢ less than first class postage. 


It has been suggested that letters be sent 
to our congressmen and senators protesting 


the surcharge on cassette mail, and asking 


them to try to have it removed. While it is 
doubtful if such letters would accomplish 
anything, the suggestion is being passed 
along for whatever it might be worth.

One more thing - when returning tapes to 
the library, do notuse rubber bands or ord- 
inary Scotch tape. Packages should be 
sealed with reinforced tape.

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TECHNICAL NOTES 
by 
Gene Eaton 
TAPING - Time - Part Five 


Using open reel tape, the amount of time 
required for recording presents no prob- 
lem if you use e tape that is long enough. 
Some pre-planning is in order however, if 
you use cassettes, A C-l6 is just the 
right length for an LP and there will be 
very little blank tape left. The C-60 is 
more popular though, because its tape is 
thick enough for maximum durability and 
long enough for most home recording situ- 
ations. At h5 minutes per side, C-90's 
are popular for dubbing records since 
both sides of most (but not all) LP's 
will fit onto one side of a C-90, This 
is more convenient than having to turn 
over a phono record in the middle of 
playing. 


Recording off the air is a mixed blessing. 
You may want the music but not the various 
vocal announcements, particularly if they 
are advertising oriented. Here the time 
element is important. If your open reel 
deck has a speed of 1 7/8 ips available, 
you can record for 6 hours with a 3600 
foot tape. That will certainly take care 
of any contingency, including full length 
operas, 3 3/h ips though, is a more com- 
monly used speed, and more often found on 
- decks than the 1 7/8 ips speed. Using a 
2h00 foot tape at 3 3/) you can record for 
-3 hours, and that's also quite respectable. 
Be warned however: don't become bemused by 
open reel tape lengths: they don't go on 
forever, An 1800 foot reel will give you 
3 hours at 1 7/8 ips, probably making you 
a bit over confident. It will last only 
l5 minutes at 7 1/2 ips, also a commonly 
used soeed, 


If you use a cassette deck and you expect 
the broadcast to be quite long, try a C- 
120, (Many cassette deck manufacturers 
advise against using any cassette longer 
than a C-90, and owing to the delicacy of 
tapes longer than 90, they have a tendency 
to become easily fouled in the machines.) 
The C220 will give you a total of 2 hours' 
recording time, one hour per side, When 
recording, use the pause control whenever 
you need to stop and re-start. Now right 
here we have hit a tacky point, A lot of 
the small cassette recorders do not have 
a pause control as such, and some of the 
others have a button so marked, but this 


button actually switches off the power to 
the motor rather than releasing the pres- 
sure roller, Thus there will be a moment 
of drift after hitting the pause and a lag 
in start-up when you release it, With 
this in mind, keep your finger on the 
pause control ready to cut out unwanted 
material, The theory is that this will 
reduce WOW and Flutter at the beginning 
and end of your recording, and of course, 
wastes less tape. 


What is needed is a careful matching of 
tape length to actual recording time plus 
short lead-in and run-out blank areas. 


Many LP's today have the times in minutes 


and seconds for each selection printed 
either on the record label or the jacket, 
sometimes both, Check for this informa- 
tion as you plan your recording program, 
It will enable you to have the correct 
amount of tape ready. Not all records 
will have this information of course, but 
if worst comes to worst, you can always 
play the record through and time it while 
you are also looking for high (loud) and 
low (soft) spots for your volume settings. -
